Sir: - 


You are authorized and instructed to make further examination and inspection of the 
vaults and rooms contiguous thereto, in the new Post Office building set aside for the use of the 
Mint and the Treasury, to ascertain more fully the alterations and changes necessary to be made 
in the vaults, than could be done during the inspection upon the visit of the Treasurer and the 
Director of the Mint. 


You will make an estimate of the cost of such alterations or changes as you may think 
desirable, with the view to economize room for the storage of silver dollars. 


Recommendations will be made to the Secretary of the Treasury that he will authorize all 
expense of such alterations as it may be necessary to make in the vaults, to be paid from the 
appropriation for safes and vaults, and if payment can not be made therefrom, the expenses for 
this purpose would be paid from the contingent expenses of your mint. 


It was suggested during the recent visit of the Director and Treasurer that you find 
accommodation for your own office in the Post Office building, leaving the old mint building to 
be used exclusively for manufacturing purposes. Whether it is advisable to make this more will 
rest upon your judgement.
